AT THE Stated Meeting on December g there will be presented 
a report by the Special Committee on the Federal Courts, of 
which Edwin A. Falk is chairman. The report deals with sug- 
gested measures to forestall future efforts to invade the inde- 
pendence of the Federal Courts, particularly of the United States 
Supreme Court. The report of the Committee has been mailed 
to all members. 

A second feature of the program will be an informal report 
by Judge Samuel I. Rosenman of the Special Committee on 
Public and Bar Relations. Judge Rosenman will describe the 
work his Committee has done in cooperation with the Committee 
on Taxation to develop some plan to provide Federal Income 
Tax relief for those not already covered by existing pension plan 
provisions.

THE ComMMITTEE on Taxation on December g will release its 
carefully considered and comprehensive report on proposed 
changes in the Federal tax laws. Rollin Browne is the chairman 
of the Committee. 

Members of the Association will remember that the previous 
report of the Committee on Taxation was widely distributed and 
generally acclaimed as a definitive contribution to the literature 
on the subject. The report this year embodies some of the sug- 
gestions made in the previous report, and also a good many new 
recommendations demanded by present conditions. It is thought 
that the report, which will be distributed to members of Congress, 
officials of the Treasury Department, and others, will be influen- 
tial in the coming consideration by the Congress of changes in 
the tax structure. 

A summary of the report will be mailed to all members of the 
Association, and the full report will be available to those mem- 
bers who make application to the Executive Secretary.

At the close of the arguments the judges commented upon the 
excellent presentation made by the law students. Following the 
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Competition a reception was held for members of the judiciary, 
the Association, and the law schools.

New York of void foreign divorce decrees.

Amonc the projects being considered for study by the Committee 
on Admiralty, Vincent A. Catoggio, Jr., Chairman, are the 
amendment of the United States Supreme Court Admiralty Rule

enlargement or abolition of the six months’ period prescribed for 
the filing of a petition for limitation of liability; provision for 
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permitting appeals in admiralty on questions of fact in accord- 
ance with the theory that such appeals are trials de novo; and 
revision of Title 46 of the U.S. Code. In addition, the Committee 
will review currently the progress of legislation relating to admi- 
ralty in the Congress and the General Assembly.

sional men and proprietors of businesses to have the same 
tax benefits with respect to pension plans as are now avail- 
able to those doing business under the corporate form; 
and be it further 


RESOLVED, that this subject matter be referred back 
to the Committee on Public and Bar Relations to take all 
proper steps to promote legislation in this respect.
